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DETAILED ACTION 

The reply filed on 8/26/2008 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following onnission(s) or nnatter(s): Claims 1-4, 9-10, 13-14, 22-30 are 
currently pending. Applicant, in first page of REMARKS section filed on 8/26/2008, 
mentions about canceled claim 28 and dependent claim 27 on allowable claim and 
contradicts by stating that claims 22-31 are substantially identical to 1 to 8, 10 and 1 1 
respectively of Potter patent no.. 6,028,437and are copied from Potter. However, such 
listing of the claims are not compliance with the guidelines set forth in 37 CFR 41 .202(1 ) 
(1)-(6) and (d). Applicant cancel claim 28 as a response to previous office action, but 
included claim 27 as copied claims 22-31 , where claim 27 depends on allowable claim 
4. Appropriate correction is required prior to interference proceedings. Applicant did not 
explain how declaration under 37 C.F.R. 1.131, filed on 11/06/2001, obviates applied 
reference by Higgins. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, 
applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this 
notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to 
avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD MAY BE GRANTED
